Balls fumbled after the catch has i 
been actually made become free, 
while the receiver's side may ad- 
vance the ball if it recovers its 
own fumble. 


"As for the backward

Too Few Homes On Nebraska 


Farms Use Available Power; 


Children In Poster Contest 


This is the eighth of a series

"We believe the children of Xe- 
braska should realize the .expendi- 
ture of time and energy now being 
made by their mothers in house- 
keeping. 
"We believe the girls, es- 


pecially, should recognize the dif- 
ference between housekeeping and 
home makfng. 
We believe these 


future wives and mothers should 
have 'aspirations to be real home 
makers as well as good house- 
keepers. 
In order to interest the children 


in its state-wide "better homes" 
program, the Nebraska Federation- 
of'.Women's Clubs has launched a 
poster contest, open to all young 
people under 21 years ol'd. 
The 


original 'posters are to depict by 
text, picture, or both, the ideal homo 
or the failures of the home, or both. 
The posters will be exhibited at 


the coming district conventions at 
Peru, Herman, Norfolk. Falrbury, 
McCook and Gibbon. The two best 
posters will be selected at each con- 
vention and from these the two 
best will be entered In the national 
poster contest at Grand Rapids, 
Mich., at the General Federation 
council in May. 
Suitable prizes 


will be awarded. 


Purpose of Contest. 


The purpose of the contest-is to 


Interest children In what. Sonsti- 
tutes an ideal home; in the peace 
and joj- of such a home, and' its 
valuable contribution to American 
citizenship. ' Within a few years 
the boys and girls in the schools 
of today will be the citizens of the 
state and heads of families. 
Now 


is the time for .them to begin to 
think about and realize how ifii- 
portant it is to remove drudgery 
from the home tasks of wives and 
mothers that there may bo time 
and' energy left to devote to the 
recreational and spiritual side of 
home making. The purpose of this 
contest is to emphasize to children 
the importance of the "physical and 
spiritual well being of homes. 


The state federation is sending 


out news stories bearing on the 
equipment of Nebraska homes as 
learned from its recent home equip- 
ment survey. We hope the interest 
of the men, women and children of 
the state will be-drawn to the re- 
port on the .'equipment of their own 
community's homes. 


Illuminating Reports. 


These reports are'interesting and 


illuminating, and reveal in many 
instances the need for improvement. 


"We submit here, for consideration 


an interesting bit of data recently 
given .out 
on "Nebraska's 
rural 
nies' by Mrs. John 
Sherman. 


president of the General Federation 
of Women's Clubs: 


"Of the Nebraska farms report- 


ing on equipment, almost-half have 
stationary "engines for farm work; 
a fifth have electricity chiefly gen- 
erated by individual power plants. 


"Are farm women deriving the 


full benefit of mechanical power 


within their reach? 
In Nebraska, 


as we hav,e sa'id, almost half of the 
farms have a stationary'engine, yet 
less than 6 per 100 use this power 
to pump water; almost a quarter 
have electric motors, yet only 4 in 
every 100 have electric pumps. 
It 


may be. of course', that some of 
these farmse with stationary en- 
gines 
and 
electric- motors 
are 


blessed with a gravity system or 
have 
sufficient 
wind 
power 
for- 


windmills to pump the water to 
their homes and are, consequently, 
not using their engines and motors 
for this purpose. 
Obviously there 


are many homes with 'this equip- 
ment where the mother still carries 
the waten from a well." 
Studying Rural Problems. 


• A study of the problems of rural 
homekeeping 
is being 
made by 


Mrs. W. M. Fender of Meadow 
Grove. Nebraska Federation chair- 
man of rural clubs and rural life. 
She cites the' instance of a rural 
woman in Nebraska who carries 
water 200 feet for household pur- 
poses and 400 feet to do the family 
washing. 
A. small wash 
house 


stands by the well and, if she 
wishes to wash with the assistance 
of the gasoline engine, she must 
wash in the wash house: so she 
carries water 200 feet to the house 
to be heated and 200 feet back to 
the wash house. Further, the drive- 
way is between the well and the 
house, so In wet weather there is 
much with which to contend. An- 
other woman carries water 125 feet 
for a family of ten: she has to go 
up a-rise' through a gate and then 
back to the well for lack of a gate 
that should be just south of the 
house .leading directly to the well. 


Still More Surprising. 


Mrs. Sherman continues: 
'And 


what is still more surprising is that 
only 32 per cent of Nebraska's farm 
women reporting have kitchen sinks 
with running water. ' 
"Our survey of Nebraska homes 


tells us this: Fourteen out of every 
100 farms without electricity arc 
within two miles of a transmission 
line. 
' 
"As this is much the easiest way 


of .obtaining power to operate farm 
and home equipment, surely every 
effort.should be made to secure this 
power.'" 
To meet the farmer more than 


half way in making available to 
him the same electricity conveni- 
ences enjoyed by city dwellers, $me 
of the Nebraska transmission 1'ine 
companies is offering, since Janu- 
ary, 1927, to boar ?250 of the ex- 
pense of building a distribution and 
service line to each rural customer 
If he in turn will purchase .$250 
worth of. electrical equipment. 
What Must Be Done. 


"But for those without power and 


who. live too far away for this ser- 
vice to bo economical it will be 
necessary," says Mrs. Sherman, "to 
determine what kind of power and 
which of the numerous power mech- 
anisms on the market will serve 
the greatest number of household 
purposes as well as operate the 
largest 
quantity of farm equip- 


ment." 


There is an interest in Nebraska, 


and a growing interest, in all that 
has to do with a comfortable, liva- 
ble, efficient and happy home. We 
rejoice in that interest. 
"Better 


homes" is a worthy goal for any 
people.

Veteran Worker Tells How 


Business Has Grown Great 


From a Humble Beginning 


George Schwake, a veteran resi- 


dent of Lincoln and worker in the 
wholesale "grocery business," has 
written the following account of his 
life and 
1879: 
experiences 
here 
since 


I carne to Lincoln June 27, 1879, 
over the B. & Jr. from Plattsmouth, 
crossing1 the Missouri river at that 
point on a ferry. The depot then 
stood about a block west from the 
one just torn 'down. A board walk 
on stilts led from the depot -across 
:he then low ground or slough to 
the. higher 
ground where . now 
stands the Bennett hotel." At that 
;lme, the Fedewa hotel, a two" story 
frame^ building, stood on this site, 
n connection with it, a large barn. 
Farmers then came from a radius 
of twenty to thirty miles to 'Lin- 
coln to do their trading"" and often 
stayed overnight. 


Tall weeds and, sunflowers cov- 
ered the block on' which now. stands 
:he 
Grainger Brothers 
company 
buildings, also the land 
further 
south. The train ' arrived at noon, 
so I stopped at ,the Fedewa hotel 
or dinner, price 25 cents. 'My des- 
:ination being Roca and no train 
hat way till nex* morning, TJ ar- 
ranged for a room for the night; 
price 75 cents.' After dinner, I took 
a' walk about the business .-section. 
incoln then had a population of 


eight or nine thousand. I found the

blocks of the postoffice sjjiiare and 
on O street as far out as Twelfth. 
vith a few scattering stores east 


Twelfth. The postoffice 
square 
was then a sandy clay mound with 
no buildings on it. 


. .Conditions Have Changed. 
After two years spent 
in 
the 


iouthern part of the county near 
Roca and Firth, mostly on a. farm. I 
decided to come to Lincoln per- 
nanently and did so on July 6, 1SS1, 
""arming and farm work in those 
Jays was very different from that 
f the present day, but on the whole 
enjoyed it. I love the country and 
ike to see things grow; however, 
t was before self-binders and rid-

Valking all day behind

or a guide and ending up with a 
ouple • of frozen ears and a- .pair 
f frozen feet were a few of the 
more unpleasant incidents of those 


oyhood days. 
. 
I was; well acquainted with 
a 


umber. of Lincoln grocers by rea- 
oh of my having, during the first 
our months, after niy arrival, sold 
nd hauled flour to them from the 
loea mill. I called on folir of these 
grocers whom I knew and asked for 
job. All turned me' down because 
icy needed no 
additional help. 


ut something happened which per- 
aps should have heeded; 
tKree 


ut ot the four advised me as 
a 


rlend, and very honestly,*! believe 
ot to go into the grocery busi- 
entrance was made through a white 'ness because their experience -- of 


years in it had fully com-inced them 
there was nothing- to be made in 
this business. I surely must have 
been very dull and stupid, or like 
the man who didn't see the point 
of the story till the day after, for 
I promptly went to a grocer _.. 
O street between Twelfth and Thir- 
teenth streets—"Groceries, 
Flour 
and Feed," who offered me $25 a 
month, which I accepted at once. 


Had Many Duties. 


. My duties were putting up orders 
and delivering them, taking care of 
the horse and wagon and keeping 
the family in supply 
of kindling 
wood. 


Room, -board, washing, 
clothes, 
etc.-l-$25 a month. It required close 
figuring but I was able to make it 
and have a couple of dollars, a 
month surplus. After having been 
there eight months, T saw an ad 
reading something like this: 


"Wanted: A young man to work 


in grocery store, one. who is quick 
and not afraid of work. Apply at 
1012 P street." I knew this to be 
the Winger & Miller store. I called 
there promptly and soon found my- 
self engaged at $45 a month. This 
was a - double room general store, 
cor.ner Tenth and P streets. A busy 
place: plenty of work from 7 a. m. 
to 9 p. m., on week clays and 11 p. 
m. or better on Saturdays. 


The Missouri Pacific, Northwest- 
ern and Rock Island railroads had 
not then built into Lincoln. 
The 


farmer trade .radius extended twen- 
ty miles and more in all directions. 
For most farmers, a trip to Lin- 
coln in those daj-s took a full day, 
for there was scarcely a buggy and 
very few spring wagons. They came 
in farm wagons behind work horses. 
This was in the coal-oll-lamp and 
foodstuffs-in-bulk era. Practically 
everything" came in bulk and -was 
sold in bulk by weight. Granulated 
or dry free running sugar did not 
exist. The best sugar on the mar- 
ket was a -moist, soft, grainy sugar 
called. "Standard A." 
This, when 
exposed to the air, would soon be- 
come hard and lumpy. It was for 
table use and bought by 'those who 
could afford it; others contented 
themselves with brown sugar for 
all purposes. Brown sugar came in 
lalf a dozen grades from light am- 
ber to very dark, according to de- 
grees of refining and purity. 
All 
sugars came in barrels, none 
in 
bags because there was so much 
moisture in the sugars 
that 
if 


shipped 'in bags exposed to air it 
would become as hard as a bag of 
cement after being left out In the 
rain. 


Roast Own Coffee. 


About 
three-fourths ot all the 


Coffee sold was sold in the green 
berry. Every household had a small 
roaster and a' srnall hand" grinder 
They did their 'own roasting and 
just enough was ground before each 
meal to make that one batch. 
A 
good grade of green coffee retailed 
at 15 to IS cents" a pound. About 
this time Arbuckle Brothers came 
on the market with a one-pound 
package of roasted coffee; this was 
soon followed by another brand, 
"McLaughlin's XXXX." Both were 
poor quality coffees but 
people 


bought them because the price was 
low; they retailed at 13 and 15 cents 
a pounil. 


Syrup, sorghum 
and 
molasses 


came in barrels; a- little later i 
also came in small kegs and wood- 
en buckets. Customers brought gal- 
lon jugs to be filled: The syrup had 
to be forced out of the 
barrels 
through a measuring faucet. This 
was a particular job; it took a good 
eye and a steady nerve for the 
stream 
of 
molasses 
must 
flow 
exactly through the center of the 
hole in the jug. 
„ 


Molasses Clogs Opening., 
'.If it torched "the jug -on the In- 
side of the hole it was sure to 
buckle up, close the hole and run 
over the outside of the jug. When 
this happened, quick action with 
the index finger was necessary to 
bring the syrup upward from" the 
otside of the jug. poke open the 
hole and guide it on its way. Per- 
haps one or two such interrup- 
tions occurred before the jug was 
full. After this, the operator would 
take-himself to .water to wash both 
jug and hands.'" Most of this work 
was done behind the screen. 
There were no .computing scales, 
cash registers nor even paper bags. 
Brown straw paper in flat sheet; 
was used to package all such ar- 
ticles as sugar, coffee, tea, beans, 
rice, crackers, etc., in fact, all goods 
sold in bulk, and" that meant prac- 
tically everything1. 


Adulteration in many lines was 
rampant and- manufacturers 
prac- 
ticed it to the limit. Ground, black 
pepper was adulterated with from 
20 to 50 per cent of ground buck- 
wheat hulls. Practically all spices 
were adulterated with fillers 
that 
were, perhaps, not injurious 
but 


had no value. If a manufacturer 
wanted to make - a cheap straw- 
berry or raspberry jam, all he had 
to do was to 
take some apples, 
syrup, Kugar. gelatine, and perhaps 


~ little of the fr^iit, make a com- 
pound, add some" kind of seeds that 
would look like strawberry or rasp- 
berry seeds through the glass, give 
it an artificial flavor, and put 
a 
pure strawberry jam label on, and 
presto, It was a pure strawberry 
jam—the label said,so. 
" Vinegar- Was Adulterated. 
A vinegar concern, over anxious 
to make money, did not stop for 
scruples. What they did was take 
a barrel or co/n or grain 
white 
vinegar, put .about a .pint of brown 
sugar caramel into it to give it the 
desired apple-cider-vinegar 
color, 


abel it "pure cider vinegar" and it 
began to travel as such to retailer 
and from retailer to consumer. Did 
not the label say it was pore' cider 
,-inegar? 
There were no laws to 
prevent or punish such offenses. 


These were the good old days 


from which we have traveled ;"ar 
and to which, thanks be, we shall 
never return,- for the reason that 
after a 
long struggle 
in .which 
wholesale grocers gave" valiant sup- 
port there was passed fine and far 
reaching legislation in the shape of 
the Xational Food and .-Drug Act, 
commonly called the Pure Food law. 
As a result of this "law, any man 
or woman" with out previous exper- 
ience can now go into any grocery 
store, and by reading the label tell 
what he or she is buying and how 
much content in the package; or 
can tell whether ii is a pure arti- 
cle or a compound and feel assured 
that each article in a compound ••» 
pure and healthful in .itself. 
| 
Was this store departmentized? i 


No, it was not. Each clerk took his 
customer all over the store and sold 
whatever he could in dry goods, 
groceries or shoes. And that re- 
minds me of my first corset sale. I 
was waiting on a nice looking, mod- 
est young lady and had sold her 
quite a few items in the dry goods 
line when I put the usual question: 


"Now what else can I "show you ? 
Instead of 
looking at 
me, sh_ 


looked down on the counter, hesi- 
tated a moment, then said, "I'd liki 
to look at a corset." I -took her t< 
'the corset section but didn't knov 
just what to do. I had never hand- 
led one and had 
never sold one. 
How should I proceed? What shouk 
I do? I decided to take down hei 
size in 
_ the Different makes .inc 
prices, p'ut4them on the counter be- 
fore her, keep up a little conversa- 
tion and let her make the sale 
fortunately It worked. 


In those days skirts were down to 
the shoe heel. It was almost crimi- 
nal foi- a woman to show anything 
above her ankle. Most women com- 
ing in to be fitted to a pair of shoes 
would sit down, raise the bottom of 
the skirt to about two inches above 
the ankle bone, clamp it down tlghl 
and hold it there while the shoe -vas 
tried on. 


A Traveling Salesman. 
Following these years in the re- 
tail line,I spent two years on the 
road as a traveling grocery sales- 
man/but did not like it because 
the .traveling 
men as a class at 
that time were not high class men 
as they are toda*'; neither did 
like sitting up two or" three hours 
any time of the night in a small 
station waiting for a freight train'. 
I then engaged in a retail gro- 
cery 
business in 
Lincoln 
on O 
street between Twelfth and Thir- 
teenth, but sold out at the end of a 
year. 


After this. I spent about ten years 
as assistant cashier in the German 
National bank which went out of 
business late in 1894. 


In 1895 I became associated with 
Grainger Brothers company. I had 


ger ever since ho came to this 
country from England. In fact, he 
was a salesman on the road the 
same time T was and each of us 
covered a good share of the same 
territory, so we met often, both In 
a competitive and social way. For 
more than 25 years we worked to- 
gether to build up Grainger Broth- 
ers company and without a parti- 
cle ot friction. I had also known 
Joseph Grainger for some years und 
had come to regard' him highly. The 
firm was then located on Tenth be- 
tween P and Q streets and had been 
in business seven or eight years but 
was now gradually working into 
the grocery line in connection with 
the. fruit and produce business. 
Manages Salesmen. ' 
The first 
year or two I sold 
goods to the city trade. Universi- 
ty Place was then a few years old 
and had two stores.' Havelock was 
just starting and had one ^tore. 
After our company moved to its 
present location in 1S97, I stayed 
in the office^o attend to a large 
share of the buying as well as look- 
ing after sales and salesmen. 
In 1895, and in fact for many 
years thereafter, there were no re- 
frigerator cars and no cold storage 
or refrigeration in warehouses. 
In 
those days dried fruits, cheese, nuts, 
figs, etc., had to be shipped in box 
cars and stored in open storage the 
year round. This was riskv and 
unsatisfactory but the only way it 
could be done. .In 
the summer 


months, | the moth miller would do 
this work and wormy dried fruits, 
cheese, and nuts would result. Of- 
ten moth eggs were in the article 
and would hatch 
out 
while the 


oods were in transit, in the hands 


of the consunier. Today the goods 
are carried in refrigeration at the 
source, are shipped in refrigerated 
cars from which they are unloaded 
into Grainger Brothers company's 
;arge refrigerated 
rooms "where 


they are kept in proper temperature 
until delivered or shipped to the re- 
iaile.r. 
They may be months old 
jut they are just as 
sweet 
and 


fresh the day they leave as they 
were when first made, packed or 
put up.

Have Hard Time Putting Com- 


pulsory Liability Ruling 


Into Effect. 


BOSTON, March 5. —(I. N- s.)— 


Massachusetts has a compulsory 
insurance law on automobiles. It is 
admitted by the majority that in 
purpose it is a good law, a law 
that has Jong been needed. A Her- 
culean task it was to prepare that 
law, establish rates, educate 
the 


public and then' put it into effect. 


The initial experiences 
in 
in- 


voking the law has been met and 
conquered in jiart. The peak in reg- 
istration was, as was natural, just 
prior to the first or the"- year. The 
total for the rest of the year will 
be evenly distributed over the com- 
ing^ months. 


The question now remains, what 


will next year hold for the auto- 
mobile driver and the officials as 
regards insurance laws and' rates 
In the words of Wesley E. Monk, 
insurance 
commissioner for 
the 


state it holds a great deal. It may 
mean increased rates. 


The records of automobile acci- 


dents for 3927 will determine 
the 


basis for establishing 
rates 
for 


1928. They will give the officials 
somethings to w.ork on which was 
lacking- when the law was enacted. 


The insurance rate? for this year 


have been accepted by the 
insur- 


ance companies. 
But they 
were 


not satisfied, according to Commis- 
sioner Monk. Neiftier was the auto 
owner, he says. But the state of- 
ficial says, rates satisfactory to air 
could not be determined, because 
prior to this year only thirty per 
cent of the autos in the state were 
Insured. 


The difficulty confronting the in- 


surance rate adjusters in perfect- 
ing the law was 
in 
establishing 
rates that would at the same time 
satisfy the owners and give the in- 
surance companies a fair 
profit. 


The law provides that the 
rates 
shall t>e fair to all.

Patents for upwards of TWENTY 
THOUSAND Acres of LAND on the 
Ohio and Great Kanhawa, proposes 
to divide the same into any fixed 
tenements that may be 'def'red and 
leafe them upon moderate terms, 
allowing a reasonable number of 
years rent free: PROVIDED, with- 
in tlie space of two years from next 
Of*fiber, three acres for every fifty 
contained in each lot. and prooor- 
tionably for a leffer quantity, fhall 
be cleared, fenced and tilled; 


"And that by or before the time 


limited for commencement of the 
firft rent, five acres for every hun- 
dred, and proportionably. as above, 
fhall be enclosed and laid down in 
good grafs for meadow: and more- 
over, that at leaft fifty good fruit 
trees for every _like -quantity of 
land shall be planted on the Prem- 
ifes.

Battle in Congress 


Is Still Firm Dry 


ELYRIA/O., March 5.—(I.N.S.)— 


The man who fired the opening gun 
In tho greatest fight of_ the age— 
the prohibition battle in the halls 
of congress—is stilt as firm a be- 
liever in the prohibition law today 
as he was when he started the con-

troversy. 


He is A. R. Webber, now a com- 


mon pleas judgcnhere, who a quar- 
ter of a century ago. as a young- 
Ohio congressman, introduced the 
first bill to make the sale of liquor 
illegal in the District of Columbia. 


Incidentally, Webber represented 


a district that nurtured the Anti- 
Saloon league, just coming into be- 
ing at that time; and which wa.s the 
training ground of Francis Willard, 
later to become head of the power- 
ful Women's Christian Temperance 
union. 


Webber's bill was referred to the 
District of polumbia committee, and 
he went out on a tour of the DIs- 
.trict to arouse sentiment for it 
TUien a public hearing was called, 
2.000 men and 
women, who 
had 


heard Webber's speeches in church- 
es^and missions throughout the dis- 
trict, swarmed into the committee 
room corridors, urging the passage 
of the bill.

Tried Suicide. 


Shortly before his arrest in Texi- 


co, Hassell attempted to take liid 
own life with a razor. 


He told authorities a harrowing 
tale of how he used a shotgun and 
an axe in disposing- of his wife and 
eight stepchildren, and later ad- 
mitted that he had slain and burled 
a common law wife, Mrs. Marie 
Vogel and their 
three babies, in 
Whittier, Calif., ten years ago. 


Efforts to 
affix a 
motive for 
Hassell's killings have proved fu- 
tile, and he offers no solution of 
his own. He says, however, that 
none of the slayings were premedi- 
itated. 


He describes the murder of his i 


common law wife by saying that h 
suddenly found himself choking- her 
after they had been 
joking ant 


laughing together for several hour* 
Immediately afterward 
he chokec 
the three children, and buried the 
four bodies under the house while 
they were yet warm. 


The hole under 
his California 


home, he relates, was dug,in com- 
pliance with his -wife's wishes. She 
had a premonftion that some kind 
of treasure was buried there. 


Quarrelled With Wife. 


While Hassell freely discussed the 


wholesale slaying of his wife and 
eight stepchildren on the ranch 
near Farwell, he evaded questions 
concerning the motive, declining to 
reiterate an earlier statement attri- 
buted to him that the killings were 
precipitated by quarrels with his 
wife. 


Hassell is indifferent to any ef- 


forts on the part of his lawyer to 
win an appeal, and appears to re- 
gard his execution as the inevitable 
wage meted by society for his fin. 
He declares he never had any fear 
of arrest after his bloody deeds. 
He seems to have no conscience. 


"T am not afraid to die," he says 
stolidly.

Chamber music, according to Al-

The 
manor houses all had music rooms 
with instruments where the gentle- 
men" amused themselves playing to- 
gether. They were the wealthy pa- 
trons of the composers who wrote 
usic for them. 


The object of the composers, said 


Air. Ferguson, was not melody but 
difficult exercises that would ena-, 
ble the players to show their skHl 
and dexterity. It was pure music 
of precision and exactness—musi- 
cian's music, requiring more virt- 
oslty to play in quartet where there 
is no direction. 


In England every town has its 


amate)ur string quartet, and every 
school has its organization of four 
stringr instruments. The interest in 
chambe* music is said to be in- 
creasing all over the world, and 
new organizations of chamber mu- 
sic players are arising all the time. 
The London 
organization 
is tho 


oldest and in fact the only string 
quartet which has never been sub- 
sidized. The great success of this 
quartet is ascribed to the adoption 
of old English songs and other me- 
lodic numbers.

Clinging close to the edge of 
so-thought desert three scoi e years 
ago, Nebraska has made a large 
part of that desert bloom and has 
converted the remainder into use- 
ful acres, has made half a dozen 
spears of grass grow where none 
grew before, and has diversified Its 
interests, so that the soil 
which 
contributes so much to its wealth 
shall be but a means to making a 
cultured life within the state.

In this day when public Indebted- 
ness amounts to staggering totals 
Nebraska also owns $113,619,522.41 
in municipal bonds, which pay an 
average of 4 per cent. 
In those first days of Nebraska 
as a state and Lincoln as Lincoln 
for the two were organized within 
a few months of each other, ^ 
-wheel ruts of covered wagons, dus- 
ty from their long trek from Ohio 
and Illinois and Wisconsin, with 
their weary, but hopeful pioneers, 
were sunk deep into the mud and 
dust of Nebraska. 
A few miles a 


day, the slow, painful pushing in- 
to a new. country, cooking inad- 
equate meals over little camp fires, 
sleeping in fear of Jndians, uncom- 
fortable and burdened 
from one 


dawn until the next. 


Steel rails have obliterated the 
tracks of the pioneer wagons and 
i oaring 
engines and 
luxurious 
coaches have taken the place of the 
covered top and the quiet oxen or 
mules. .Lincoln was three years old 
and the state a few months moie 
aged when the first railroad train 
came puffing, panting, and trium- 
phant into Lincoln. Ground was 
broken for the.first mile of rail- 
i oad in Nebraska three 5"ears before 
it was admitted to the union. 


Today, Nebraska is netted 
with 


6439 miles of railroad track, mak- 


(ing the tiniest hamlet accessible to 
distant points east and '(vest, north 
and south. Of those miles, 5S2 are 
double track. 


Those men and women who came 


so adventurously, dauntless in their 
faith, made their homes in the new 
land. A dugout at first and later 
A sod house or a log home, where 
the snows drifted in through the 
chinks in winter and the dirt of the 
unprotected prairies sifted in in the 
hot July days. A bed, a cook stove, 
a table, and chairs, perhaps, 
in 


some families but 
one 
sufficed— 
those were the furnishings of the 
house. To the men, it was a trivial 
matter, for they spent their days 
conquering the strange lands, and 
in their nights were too weary to 
miss .the comforts.

Harding, occupied a prominent position in this na- 
tion's affairs. He was attorney general of .the Uni- 
'ted States by virtue of appointment, and, as such, 
head of the department of justice, entrusted with 
the gr ave r e s p o n s i b ility of law' enforcement in 
America. 


In the federal court Friday Mr. Daugherty heard a 


"second jury announce it had been unable to reach an 
agreement as to his guilt or innocence of a criminal 
charge of conspiring to defraud the government of 
•his best services. 
Technically 
Mr. Daugher^j—a 


broken man, presenting a sharp contrast to the gen- 
'lal, jovial Ohio barrister -who came to Washingtfon 
to take charge of the department of justice—may re- 
gard the outcome of these two trials as a complete 
vindication of his record in public office.. The law 
presumes a man innocent of wrong-doing until he is. 
proved guilty to the comnle'te satisfaction of twelve 
of his peers% In the first trial Mr. Daugherty escaped 
-conviction -with'the jury evenly divided. In the sec- 
ond it was reported the jury stood ten to two for con- 
viction. 


After the jury had brought in its findings at the 


second trial of the case. District Attorney Emory K. 
Buckner, as the government's representative, moved 
the case against Mr. Daugherty be dismissed. So 
the former attorney g-eneral goes forth a free man, 
if not with unsullied reputation. 


Even though Mr. Daugherty has passed from under 


the shadow of the prison, he has not succeeded in 
erasing the blot from his name. He owes his-free- 
dom to the fact our criminal procedure requires con- 
currence by every member of the jury rather than by 
a majority or a five-sixths finding. The American 
people are 'not vindictive or blood-thirsty. 
On the 


contrary they are generous and charitable, willing to 
let bygones be bygones in the Daugherty case. The 
former attorney general was brought to trial at the 
bar of justice. He had a fair trial. On behalf of the 
people, the government's case was skillfully and vig- 
orously presented by Emory R. Buckner. The public 
•will be glad to forget Daugherty and are willing that 
he shall find such happiness as is in store for him in 
liis remaining days. As a figure in national politics 
he has passed from the scene with the same amaz- 
ing rapidity with which he came into the foreground, 
following the memorable convention in which he suc- 
ceeded in landing the republican nomination for his 
friend, Warren G. Harding.

lias contained more of tragedy than that of Ohio's 
much loved son, Warren Harding.

Mr. Harding is in his grave. 
He died, so it has been said, because of grief when 


lie found men whom he befriended and trusted had 
abused his confidence. Harding's entire life had been 
one of gentleness and kindness, of warm and deep 
friendships. It was only" when he had attained the 
great ambition of every man that those friends failed 
him. It was only when he reached that exalted of- 
fice that those, who had been with him through thick 
and thin, betrayed him. 


Three of the men he appointed to be members of 


his cabinet were forced into retirement by a wave of 
popular indignation. Two of them later were com- 
pelled to stand trial on criminal charges. 
The one 


he placed at tho head of the Veterans' bureau, for 
the purpose of carrying out the work of rehabilita- 
tion and rescue of those- who suffered from the war, 
still is serving a prison term for corruption in pub- 
lic office. 
The former alien 
property 
custodian, 


Thomas W. Miller, appointed by Mr. Harding shortly 
after Daugherty took office as attorney general, was 
convicted of a criminal conspiracy to defraud. And 
still the mills of justice have not completed the en- 
tire grist. 
* 


, It was a wild orgy of excesses and abuse but thank 
"heaven there has been a thorough housecleaning. De- 
cency and honesty have been again enthroned in the 
temple. 
Those whose greed or callous indifference 


to public welfare led them to abuse the trust reposed 
in them have been driven from its sacred halls. Cor- 
ruption has been banished. Honor has reasserted it- 
self. It has been a cruel experience—one filled with 
heartache for innocent as well as guilty—but one of 
distinct value to the American 
people. Too fre- 


quently we have scoffed at the idealistic and altruis- 


' tic currents which have em-iched our national life. 
Too frequently we have made materialism our god. 
With all of tho weaknesses of mankind it too often 
happens that the fruits of materialism are dishonor 
and disgrace. Harry D a u g h e r t y , as a politician 
of the old school, was an extreme materialist. He 
may not have been guilty of any criminal wrong-do- 
ing but the least that can bo said of him is that he 
possessed a flattened and deadened moral sense..

AUTOMOBILES OF THE 
SEA. 


Do you know that you can motor from Vancouver 


to Honolulu, thence to ,Suva, from there to Auckland 
and from that port to Sydney, a total distance of 
more than 8,000 miles over the waters of the Pa- 
cific? 
This is the regular route of the first great 


"automobile of the sea," the Aorarigi, which went in- 
to service early in 1925, and which has met with not 
a mishap worthy of mention during the two years 
intervening. 


We who live far in the interior have had little op- 


portunity of noting the fact that the oil motor has 
within the last two years been replacing steam for 
the propulsion of ocean vessels quite as -rapidly as 
steam replaced sails from three to four decades ago. 
Such is the case, however, and most of the largest 
and finest boats now coming into service or under 
construction are equipped or are to be equipped with 
internal combustion engines. 


Tho largest of the motor driven liners thus far put 


into service arrived a short time ago in New York, 
touching there prior to. making a 
cruise 
entirely 


around the continent of Africa, It is the Astrurias, of 
.22,500 gross tons and is the property of the.Royal 
'Mail Steam Packet company. It ia run-at a speed of 
over twenty miles an hour by hugs twin sets of motor 
.engines, delivering a total of 15,000 horsepower at 
'the propellers. An entirely' different set of motors 
.drives tho generators for supplying electricity for all 
other purposes on the ship.

FOLLOW NEW YORK'S LEAD. 


Six month's experience under the Baumes laws 


have demonstrated to the satisfaction of New York 
people severity of punishment is a strong deterrent 
to crime. Social progress had led us far the other 
wsTy^ In dealing^ witb the criminal we had said that 
harsh punishment failed to correct conditions and in 
some instances tended to intensify 
them. 
Conse- 


quently most of our justice was strongly tempered 
with charity and mercy. 


In asking for additional penalties for crime, the 


New York qrime commission made '.public recent fig- 
ues of large American cities. The proportional rate 
for a week on the basis.of 100,000 population for ma- 
jor crimes was: New York, 4.7; Chicago 9.6; Phila- 
delphia 16.5; Detroit 28.9; Los Angeles, 20.8; St. 
Louis 18.5: San Francisco 30.8: Toledo 24.7. That 
would seem to give weight to the claim that long 
terms for those who commit crimes of violence, and 
life sentences for the habitual criminal, will do 
much to curb the activities of enemies of organized 
society. 
' 


Supporting this showing is another from the New 


York Association of Jewelers, showing that in the 
six months the Baumes laws have been in operation 
jewel thefts have 
dropped off 50 percent. 
Until 


New York quit pampering and petting its criminals, 
the curve showing the losses sustained in jewel rob- 
beries _was constantly upward. 


New York now provides a life sentence for the law- 


breaker who repeats his crimes. The habitual crimi- 
nal in the Empire state goes to prison to spent tho 
remainder of his days. Robberies and holdups at 
the point of a gun and all the more serious forms 
of lawlessness arc punishable with long prison terms 
ranging from fifteen to thirty years, which in the 
ordinary run, is the equivalent oC a life sentence. The 
New York crime commission proposes to go further in 
putting teeth into law. It has submitted some eighty- 
four recommendations to the New York legislature, 
the majority of them designed to rid criminal pro- 
cedure of the technicalities behind which criminals 
now hide and through which they have been so suc- 
cessful in defeating justice. 


In connection with ..paroles, the New York Crime 


commission proposes to rewrite the present law in 
order to limit parole privileges to first 
offenders. 


That is strictly in accordance with common sense! 
Society may forgive the first offense of a lawbreaker 
but when it turns loose men who have served two 
and three terms in penitentiaries, it is committing a 
crime against itself. The commission recommends 
more extended examination into the records of ap- 
plicants for parole before they are turned loose. 


It urges a rewriting of the 
Sullivan law covering 


the sale of firearms. 
Many of the provisions of the 


Sullivan law, the report points out, are valueless at 
this time, because of the improvement and change 
in modern firearms. 


New York has tackled the crime problem intelli- 
gently.

It was the writer's privilege to 


be a member of the city council Oi 
University Place for a number of 
years, being chairman of the fi- 
nance committee for two years anc 
a member of the water and Ughi 
committee for a like period. 
In a regular election last spring 


the citizens of University Place 
voted to become a part of the City 
of Lincoln, feeling that annexation 
would result in more or less mu- 
tual benefits, to both University 
Place and Lincoln. 


Since this vote was taken two 


different attitudes have been mani- 
fested towards the suburbs. Tho 
attitude of the Lincoln chamber of 
commerce and the Lincoln school 
board has been excellent And, on 
the whole, the Lincoln city council 
lias been very cordial. However,

That was when Harvey W. Cor- 


bett was twenty-seven years old 
and at the start of his career. To- 
day he is fifty-three and at 
the 


peak of his profession. He has been 
showered with every sort of honor 
here and abroad. Only recently, in 
recognition of pre-eminence in a 
field in which America leads the 
world, ho vas elected an associate 
of the National Academy of De- 
sign. 


Presumably there are vast num- 


bers of people who do not realize 
that America 
can be and is the 


world's leader 
in any art. 
The 


European tradition has 
persisted 


with such tenousness that 
the 


mob is afraid to question It. Never- 
theless European architecture has 
ceased to offer anything new for a 
long time, while American archi- 
tecture, seizing upon that which 
was at 
first 
a 
mere unsightly 


utility—the skyscraper—has trans- 
formed it into a 
thing of 
lofty, 


towering beauty, thus contributing 
fresh glories to the creative world.

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Leniency of Judges More Than Laws May Be Blamed For 
Short Prison Terms Served By Nebraska Law Violators

Those who visit the state prison 


are inclined to have considerable 
sympathy for the Prisoners. These 
men, 
they think, are condemned to 


spend a lifetime behind the tower- 
ing walls. 


But those people are wrong, foi— 
More than half of them are serv- 


ing terms of three years or less, 
and— 


A fourth of them have sentences 


of one year. They serve ten months.. 


A study of prison records reveals 


some interesting facts. 'TJie len- 
iency of judges is the most iurpiis- 
ing. There are 
many lifers, of 


course; there are many sen,ing ten, 
twenty, thirty and foity years. One 
matt is serving ninety-nine. But 
most of the men have little "time 
to do" Their terms are so bhort 
that they make no appeal to the 
pardon board. 


During the year 1926 there were 


229 Prisoners received. These gen- 
erally were sentenced 
to three 


years or less—sixty percent of them 
in fact. Their sentences are classi- 
fied as follows: 


Not over 1 year—-25 percent. 
Not over 2 years—13 percent. 
Xot over 3 years—22 percent. 
The average sentence for these 


men was 1 year, 7 months and 9 
days In a number of cases the 
sentence was for* six months only. 


Most judges, in sentencing men, 


gave flat sentences of 1 >ear, 2 
years ot 3 years. There were some 
of 1 to 2, 1 to 3, and the like; but 
most jurists were partial to a def- 
inite time. One judge, perhaps out 
of high regard for the indetermin- 
ate sentence law, gave a sentence 
of 12 to 13 months 


Paroles Given 83. 


. Eighty-three prisoners were par- 
oled during x'.ie year. These men 
ficrved an average of 2 years, 5 
months and 3 days. 


In the same time 149 men were 


discharged after serving- their full 
sentences. Some of them, of course, 
got "good time" for excellent be- 
ha,viour, which amounts to about 
two months a year. 


The discharged men served an 


average of 2 years, 5 months and 
the Paroled men 


This shows a very nice adjust- 


ment achieved by the pardon board, 
which has been somewhat reluctant 
to exercise its power under the in- 
determinate sentenc^ law. It is also 
surprising that the law was used 
so seldom. 


Most of the men paroled were 


serving fairly short sentences and 
few of them served longer than 
three years Two of them served 
more than -six yeais and a few 
mo-re than five 


The men discharged served sent- 


ences of almost all lengths. Some 
of them served only fne months, 
two served more than 13 years; and 
a 
number from 
7 to 10 year= 


Short terms, however, predominate 


Most people believe th.it the man 


who comes up for sentence after a 
pre\-ious com iction 
is, due for a 


long term. Such Is sometimes the 
case. In 
New 
York 
under 
the 


Baunies laws a man who is con- 
victed the fourth time gets life as 
an habitual crimin.il. But the case 
of one man in the Nebraska Peni- 
tentiary is Interesting:. Here are his. 
numbers on various commitments 
and the time of sentence. 


7625—1 to 7 (served 1 year, 8 


months, 6 days). 


9226—2 jears( served all). 
9370—1 year (served all-. 
This man received a lighter sent- 


ence each time he was convicted. 


All these figures, of course, mean 


little without an examination of 
each case. They show merely an 
unexpected leniency on the part ot 
the judges in meting out sentences 
and a lather well-balanced admin- 
istration of the law by the paidon 
board. But they are thought-pro- 
voking and with an 
anal>bis of 


each case mig-ht lead a crimmolog- 
ibt to some interesting results.

of one of the earliest wild west 
^hows in the history of the c'nm- 
try—a show that included wild ani- 
mals, a sharp shooter, etc, and was 


destined for .a colorful trip from 
Juniata to Chicago. 
N 
A team of buffalo cah es, pur- 


chased by W. H. Burr at JuniaUi, 
was. the nucleus of that show, the 
story of which is one of the prized 
incidents in the traditions of tho 


Burr familv. 


The calves were purchased by Mr. 


Buir, father of Representative W. 
M. Burr of Juniata, and T S Burr 
of Hastings, in the early '70s. 


Mr. Buir heard that the calves 


were part of a herd of cattle and 


horses owned by a man 
in 
the 


vicinity 
of 
McCook, 
who 
was 


hanged by a vigilance committee 
for horsesteallng:. His widow, ac- 
cording to the Information given 
Mr. Burr, was on her way 
back 


east to her former home, and waa 
taking with her all the stock _not 
confiscated by the committee- wliich 
had made short work of her hus- 
band. 


Mr. Burr ,then one of the most 


prosperous wholesale 
and 
retail 


merchants west of Omaha, imme- 
diately formed a desire to own the 
buffalo calves, and he followed the 
woman's wagon train to its camp 
near Hastings, about where 
the 


southside brick yard now stands. 
He paid $25 for the animals. 


Breaking Buffaloes. 


Back in Juniata the next daj, he 


set his harness maker to TrOfiC fash- 
ioning suitable bridles, collars, tugs, 
lines, etc., for the calves, declaring 
that he was going to break them 
to dri\e. The task was bigger than 
he had ly.gained for but the whole 
country-bide became interosted and 
foi\the next two yeais, all the able 
bodied men and boys m the vicinity 
spent their spare time assisting in 
the training The job appealed to 
their pioneer spirit. 


Those were the daj s of freighters 


and Mr. Burr employed' a number 
of "outfits" to deliver large ship- 
ments of merchandise to Red Cloud, 
Hastings, Lowell, Alma, Blooming- 
ton and other surrounding towns. 
When the 
buffaio 
team became 


tractable, it was put Into daily use 
on the shorter hauls, and It drew 
much attent'on wherever it was 
seen 
The annimals were named Moses 


and Aaron. 


One 
day 
an 
ex-circus 
man 


trudged into Juniata He was with- 
out tunds, without woik, and bro- 
'cen in health. He saw the buffaloes, 
,nd Instantly recognized their pos>- 
^ibilities for attracting crowds to a 
"big top" 
So far as he or anyone else knewr, 


they were the first and the only 
buffaloes ever broken to drive. 
"It didn't take him long to evolve' 


a plan, nor long to spring that plan 
3ii the community. 


He was a past master in the art 


of drawing- alluring pictures, and 
\\itlnn a few days the imaginative 
voung men of those pioneer days 
were going into the 
business of 


trapping coyotes and other animals 
as enthusiastically as 
they had 


helped in the breaking of the buf- 
faloes Collecting Menagerie. 


In this case, the trapping -was a 


means to an end, and not more 
pastime as had been the breaking 
of the calves. There was myster- 
ious making of cages with stout 
slats along three sides and great 
care was used in protecting the 
napped animals from injury. 


The former circus man was busy 


too, and w ithm a few weeks, a cre-

Phillip Hooker, who had served 


is a sharp shooter in the Civil war,

Young men who had grown up at

dered to leave by the Ameiican con- 
sul.

'one puncture, skidded once, and got 


stuck In the mud once, but tho last 
ten miles were nothing but camel 
and donkey paths. The guide said 
we went over tho same road thut 
Marco 
Polo dll, 
and I 
told my 


friends I was sure- it hadn't changed 
any nor had the people. 


"The feeling was very tense In 


Shanghai. 1 was(there almost a week 
as I missed a boat to Too Chow, 
One feels a little more comfortable 
for the harbor is full of gun boats, 
but, 
If rioting should stait in the 


city I don't see what could be done. 


"Southern China looks very much 


like California, while northern Chi- 
na is so bleak and barren. 


"Since I 
couldn't stay in Too 


Chow I'm glad we could come here 
for there are so many things of in- 
terest. 
"\Ve came on an American 


destroyer. The Pittsburg, No. 227. 
There were sixty-five all told, three 
men and about thirty-five children. 
The captain and crew were fine to 
us, and gave up their quarters. We 
were packed In like sardines. 
For 


a wonder I wasn't seasick.

and X in Lincoln to the-reservoir in 
University Place, a distance of ap- 
proximately two miles; assessing 
the total cost of the main against 
the city o£ University Place. To be 
sure the idea of a connecting main 
between the two reservoirs is a good 
move; but, can the plan of its.as- 
sessment be justified? 
There is a 
considerable amount of property, 
south of Holdrege street and west of 
Warren "avenue,-abutting this pro- 
posed main which will be benefitted, 
and should be assessed under 
the 


statute,- according to the benefit. 
However, the plan from the stand 
point of a water supply for Univer- 
sity Place does not seem the most 
feasible to persons who have given 
the matter careful consideration. 


The present reservoir of a half 


million gallons capacity is situated 
at the north edge of Dead Man's 
Run-in University Place, and is con- 
structed in -such a manner that it 
can be readily increased in capacity. 
In fact it wa^ ptinned and con- 
structed with this object in view. 


Has Good Supply. 


The area, along Dead Man's Run, 


which' lies between AAra'rren avenue 
and \r street, Thirteenth street and 
Holdrege street contains consider- 
able supply of water. This is shown 
when one considers that during last 
July an average of one half million 
gallons of water per day was being 
pumped from the wells into 
the 
standpipe, most of this water being 
pumped from two wells located near 
the reservoir. University Place has 
obtained the larger part of its wa- 
ter from this region for over a de- 
cade. The engineers (Lambert and 
others), referred to in the begin- 
ning, state that one well in Univer- 
sity Place can supply 300 gallons of 
water per minute continuously. 'This 
is not a large amount of water but 
in a day of twenty-four hours this 
well can supplyover 400,000 gallons. 
Three such wells could supply well 
over a million gallons daily without 
any particular effort. The obvious 
answer to the water situation in 
University. Place is, then, the sink- 
ing of more wells in Dead Man's 
Run. 
Further more, it is the opinion of 


many persons who have studied the 
water situation that in less than a 
decade the "City of Lincoln will be 
pumping a large part of its water 
from wells located in this area. It 
is true that it may be wise to use 
small wells here, wells delivering 300 
gallons per minute, or even 
less. 


Some may surmise that these are 
the opinions of laymen. 
However, 


two years ago when the water ques- 
tion was so much before the 'public,

-paid for when through. 


, The gymnasium is perhaps the 
part of the building most used. All 
tha high school basketball^ games 
are played here. The younger men 
of 
tlio town 
have a 
community 


basketball team a'nd an Indoors 
basebal team. Last winter a county 
Itournament of Jndoors baseball was 
held and men drove over 20 miles 
to participate. 
Plays and picture 


shows arc given in this part oC _the 
building. A good stage at one end 
offers opportunity for local talent. 


Boys and girls clubs of the west 


end - of the county- use the club 
rooms for their meeting place regu- 
larly as does also the local -Farm- 
er's Union. The Modern AVoodmen 
organized during the winter of 1925 
and used the rooms for their meet- 
ing place with the Pastor as one of 
the officers. 
All organizations use 


these rooms for their meetings, 
each paying its share for the up- 
keep. 


Rev. xMr. Moore during his five 


years pastorate aside from design- 
ing the building and sperintending 
iis construction did a considerable 
amount of the' actual work. He is 
a western Nebraska man, having 
been born and raised at Gering 
where his father mosteaded more 
.than 40 years ago. He has seen 
western Nebraska 
grow from a 


wilderness to a garden spot. He has 
seen the material growth of the 
people outstrip their • recreational 
facilities. He found nothing in the 
small towns to make life interest- 
ing for the young mai\ or woman, 
nothing to counteract the lure of 
the city.

Again, the statement is made in 


the report of aforesaid special en- 
gineers that "when these cities were 
taken over by Lincoln the respon- 
sibility for the water 
supply de- 


volved upon the water department 
of the city. This included the finan- 
cial responsibilltj-, as the Lincoln 
water department has to assume the 
$30,000 bond issue of 
the city of 


University Place." This statement is 
nothing other than an attempt to 
resort to 'subterfuge, for if the City 
of Lincoln absorbed $30,000 water 
bonds, then, the City of University 
Place absorbed approximately the 
same amount of Improvement bonds 
from the City of Lincoln, since the 
per capita indebtedness was approx- 
imately the same. 
.Whether these 


bonds were water bonds/or bonds 
for other city improvements makes 
very little difference. 


Moreover, in this same report con- 


siderable emphasis is laid upon the 
fact that if the water supply is in- 
creased in University Place much 
lower insurance rate will be-effec- 
tive on dwellings. The facts are that 
immediately upon annexation most 
companies writing insurance in Uni- 
versity Place began to write at. the 
Lincoln rate. However, had they 
continued to write at the old rate it 
would have, cost the policy holders 
2 cents more per $100 of insurance 
or an additional $1 for a $5,000 in- 
surance valuation. In fact there is 
not a city in the state where the re- 
duction in insurance rates alone can 
justify water main extension. In the 
light of these facts can the city wa- 
ter commissioner of Lincoln justifly 
the assessment of $32,000 for this 
main 
against 
Unlverslt3- 
Place, 


alone. It would appear that the head 
of the water department is suffer- 
ing', from the • same delusion that 
often comes to persons who stay to 
close to the job and never see it in 
its perspective.- 


Confidence Is Shaken. 


In conclusion, there is one thing 


quite sure and that is that the pres- 
ent city'council, in its entirety, does 
not have the confidence of citizens 
of University Place, nor of Lincoln 
for that matter, as regards its ef- 
ficient functioning, and its judge- 
ment. Whether it is the 
form o£ 


government, "or of some of the men 
who fill the places in the council It 
is at present difficult to determine. 


Concluding, it is for these reasons 


that I do not feel that the expense 
of this arterial main being charged 
against University Place alone, is 
ethical, equitable or justifiable since 
the benefits' to be derived by the 
two cities appear to be more or less 
mutual; and from the point of view- 
of University Place quite unneces- 
sary at this time.

but it has assumed its proper place 
in the annals of the state with the 
passing of the years 
It was one 


of the first things considered by 
the pioneer population. The univer- 
sity in 1S71 had 130 students, in 
two schools. In November of 1926, 
tho university had 6,124 students 
of collegiate rank registeied. in- 
cluding tnose at tne nodical c&1-" 
lege in Omaha, and it has ten col- 
leges and three schools. In addi- 
tion ts the university there arc four 
well equipped normal schools for 
advanced education. 
Nebraska has other records in 


which it may take pride It ranks 
second in least percentage of il- 
literacy and it has one of the low- 
est death rates of any state in the 
union. . 
In January, 1868, the governor 


and legislators occupied the first 
capitol building to be erected on 
the permanent site of the building. 
It was a fragile structure, which 
any good booming of a summer 
thunderstorm set to shuddering1 ve- 
hemently, not strong as the state it 
represented. That building marked 
the first capitol site in Lincoln, 
even though it was not occupied 
for some time.

cles. It is felt that it involves a 
dangerous leakage of political se 
crets. "We are leaking all over the 
place," writes Lord Bulkhead. "I 
has got to stop." 


On the other hand, we cannot re 


sist recommending to the reading 
public in the warmest terms the ei. 
traordmary and fascinating vol 
umes announced above. 
It is n> 
exaggeration to say that the publi 
cation of "Things I hardly Dare 
Whisper" is calculated to arouse a 
whirlwind, the suction 
of which 


may carry down two or three o 
the principal governments of Eu- 
rope. 


Each Out From Under. 


The work is all the more intrigu- 


ing in that the name of the author 
is buried m absolute secrecy. 
The 


publishers themselves are utterly 
unaware who wrote it. 
The au- 


thorship is \ariously attributed to 
Lord Balfour. ex-Premier Poincare 
Lady Astor, Douglas Fairbanks, the 
Queen of Rumania, and 
Dorothj 


Gish. Miss Gish. hovi-e\er, on being 
approached, declared emphatically 
"I didn't M-rite if so there!" Mon- 
sieur Poincare says that he not onlj 
didn't write" it, but he couldn't write 
it. 


Perhaps the principal feature of 


the book is the extiaordinary bold- 
ness of its revelation 
Conversa- 


tions between persons of the verj 
highest rank and the most con- 
spicuous position are reported with 
a frankness that \erges on bru- 
tality.

Back To First Causes. 


But perhaps to most readers the 


most engrossing- chapters of the 
book are those which deal iiith the 
origin, or what the author cleverly 
calls the genesis, of the Great War.

Kaiser, 
General Ludendorf, Lord 


Grey, and others have essajed to 
analyze the causes of the conflict 
The Kaiser says that it was a world 
attack 
directed 
against 
himself 
personally. 


Lord Grey, while speaking- in a 


very guarded and moderate way, 
thinks that the -war may have had 
something to do with England and 
Germany and possiblj with France. 


The statement is also made in 


\arious quarters that the -\var rep- 
resented the eternal conflict of the 
Zeitgeist with the Zelthshrift. In- 
deed, a colonel of one of the negro 
regiments from the United States 
has said that this was exactly his 
idea in going into it. No doubt it 
was this idea of a Zeitgeist which 
inflamed the minds of many of the 
young men at the time. 


Sizzling Syllables. 


In other quarters, and especially 


in academic circles, the opinion is 
generally held that the war was a 
conflict of the Inevitable against 
the Inexhaustible 


It is all the moie interesting to 


find that our present unknown au- 
thor makes the astounding state- 
ment that he caused the war him- 
self. 


"It is strange to realize," he 


writes, "that a few casual words 
dropped by myself in a drawing- 
oom m Buda-Pest, probably oc- 
casioned the entire conflagration." 
(It would riot perhaps have been 
so strange if he had dropped them 
n a garage or somewhere where 
there was gasoline.)

own refrigeration ;md a Moore sys- 
tem of ripening bananas. 


The plant was purchased in 1917. 


Before that time goods were shipped 
from Lincoln to the western terri- 
tory. Now Grainger's is able to save 
its customers a large item of freight 
while giving the same service as 
obtained from Lincoln. Cars at the 
Holdrege plant arc loaded directly 
to the warehouse from the Burling- 
ton tracks.

the Lincoln establishment. The ad- 
vantage of loading directly into the 
warehouse is in saving drayagc. A 
fruit is not. apt to be bruised, either 
or left in the hot sun when 'handled 
at once.
